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Bizerta, Tunis, October 21.—The divers 
working on the French submarine boat 
Lutin, which went down off this por; Oc- 
tober 16 with fourteen men and two 
officers on board, today succeeded ‘n 
digging a tunnel under stern through 
which a hawser was passed. These oper- 
aiions were conducted under the per- 
sonal supervision of M. Thomson, the 
French minister of marine. <A heavy 
chain has been placeg in position under 
the submarine’s bows, and the prepara- 
tions for lifting per are now complete. 

All efforts to remove the bodies from 
the Lutin have proved in vain. Through 
the window of the hatch divers have per- 
ceived two corpses with arms interlock- 
ed. The position of these bodies is such 
as to make it impossible to open the 
manhole, and therefore ingress to the 
submarine cannot be had. The two 
bodies seen from outside cannot be iden- 
tified, but there is reason to believe that 
one, clad in a white shirt, is that of Lieu- 
tenant Fepoux, commander of the Lua- 
tin. 

The weights of the submarine, with 
the exception of that on the starboard 
bow, are in position. The starboard 
weight has been broken off, and with its 
fastenings lies on the bottom.

What the last congress should have 
done but did not do makes a pretty 
long list.

Franchises in Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts has just taken up 
the question of the taxation of public 
utility franchises, as if it were some- 
thing new. At least only the New 
York law was taken as the basis of 
the investigation which is now in 
progress in the Bay State with a view 
to bringing this class of property 
under the state’s tax laws. It is 
claimed that the value of the steam 
railroad, street railway and other pub- 
lic utility franchises in that state is 
approximately $150,000,000, all of 
which dividend-paying property is now 
escaping taxation for want of a law 
authorizing the state to require it to 
bear its just share of the public bur- 
dens. 

In dealing with the question in the 
rreliminary stage, Massachusetts is 
just five years behind Georgia, which, 
as usual, like the Empire State of the 
North, again led the states of the 
south in forward public movements. 
Five years ago Georgia took up the 
the franchise tax 


acted the law under which the public 
utility corporations now pay the state, 
upon. the lowest tax rate in the south, 
$100,000 a year on their - franchises 
alone, besides paying county and mu- 
nicipal taxes upon the same prop- 
erty. 

Massachusetts might well come to 
Georgia for a lesson, as other states 
have done time and again, showing 
that Georgia, instead of lagging in for- 
ward or reform movements, as they 
are now generally called, has been in 
the vanguard. There is no better in- 
stance of this to be found than in the 
fact that Georgia, in ther railroad com- 
mission, furnished a pattern not,alone 
to her sister states, but tothe national 
government, whose recent rate law 
follows the identical principles em- 
bodied in the act creating the Georgia 
commission nearly thirty years ago. 
Georgia created a railroad commission 
following the adoption of the state 
constitution of 1877, and gave it power 
to fix and declare reasonable and just 
rates to be charged for transportation 
service within the state. Other 
states followed suit from time to time, 
modeling their railroad commission 
laws after that of Georgia, and em- 
bodying that vital principle of rate 
making. The absence of this principle 
was long regarded as the one grave 
defect ,in the interstate commerce 
commission law—a defect which has 
recently been remedied by act of con- 
gress under which the interstate 
commission now has power over 
rates. i 

And so it is, in large measure, with 
the taxation of franchises, in which 
Georgia leads her sigter states of the 
south. Massachusetts seeks ‘in fran- 
chise taxation an alternative for the 
public ownership proposition. Hs 

There is no question of the inher. 
ent right of the state to make these 
franchises bear their equal share of 
the public burden. The Georgia law 
was never even questioned in the 
courts, as was the New York law 
which is being made the basis of the 
Massachusetts investigation, ft was

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The fate of the Rawlings boys, Jesse 
and Milton, whether their sentences to 
death for the murder of the Carter chil- 
dren will be ‘commuted to life impris- 
onment or not, will be decided by the 
state, prison commission at a_ special 
meeting ‘to be held Tuesday morning. 

In addition to the voluminous petitions 
for clemency which Attorney John Ran- 
dolph Cooper filed with the commission 
when the case wags argued on October 
13, mumerous letters from Lowndes 
and adjoining counties, praying the 
commutation of the boys’ sentences, have 
been placed on file. 


The railroad commission will convene 
again on Wednesday morning.

Don't 
recall Dick Kelly—yes, that’s the one 4° 
you say, to whom Andy Stewart has been 
so kind since he took to his bed nine or 
ten years ago. Just like olf man Ben- 
nett was Kelly. Everybody who rode 
on a West End car knew him, and to 
everyone he was a second Grandpa Ben- 
nett—provided, of course, that the old 
man could have a duplicate.” 

That remark sent my mind trooping 
into the past. It brought home to me 
the days when Dick Kelly was the strong 
man of the street car force—was just in 
the prime of life as Grandpa Bennett 
was walking within the shades made by 
the sunset fn his life. It recalled to 
the many times that Dick Kelly, strong 
and robust, took half. the wort old 
grandpa had to do upon himself and sent 
that old pioneer driver -bhome-long before 
his hours of work were over, so that he 
might have the rest to which his. age en- 
titled him. And then came back to me 
the day, ten years ago, Dick. Kelly was 
stricken with paralysis while he was at 
work. Then came instructions to me 
from Clark Howell, who had ridden in 
Kelly’s car so many times, to visit his 
home, a modest cottage on Logan street. 
I shall never forget that picture. Upon 
his bed—a’° bed he has never left—was 
Dick Kelly. Dead from his hips down. 
Alive from his hips up, he greeted me 
with a smile and with a remark I shal! 
never forget: 


“Half dead, half alive, tell Clark, the 
good boy, and his old father Evan, too, 
if you see him. I followed Evan Howell 
from the summit of Lookout mountain 
down through the valleys about Chatta- 
nooga, and them yankee bullets didn't 
bother me half as mutch as I am now 
bothered. If I could just get upon my 
feet once more I'd love a frolic like the 
one we had about Dalton and Kenne- 
saw.’ 

Great was the outpouring of gifts that 
went to Kelly’s home. Because it Was 
known that that modest home was all 
he had. That note he wrote Clark How- 
ell expressing his thanks to Atlantans 
Was only an incentive for more and 
greater offerings. 

That was ten years ago. Today Dick 
Kelly is upon that same bed. The same 
good wife bends over him morning, noow 
and evening giving attention to his ev- 
ery want. A few friends have never for- 
gotten Dick Kelly in the days of his 
want; the hours of his tribulations. 
Packages and baskets find their way to 
his home every week. But among the 
offering which come there is one which 
is ever given a’ glad welcome. To that 
basket. there is ever a card.- That card | 
is in the same handwriting. Itg ver- 
biage is rarely changed. It reads: — 

“inom the little girl you rescued from 
the wheels of your car on Peters street 
one gfternoon.” . 

Full of good things is that basket ever. 
And tucked away in a corner a white 
envelope is often found and and in that 
envelope there is always a currency note, 
sometimes small, sometimes large. It 
was through Clark Howell’s assignmen: 
to me that the public was first advised 
of Dick Kelly’s helpless condition. By 
a few friends, Andy Stewart, Judge Dor- 
sey, Park Woodward, Judge Lumpkin, 
Joe Jacobs, Don Bain, Frank Ryan and 
a few otherg the wolf has been kept 
from Dick Kefly’s -home.

Out All Correspondence.

First Letter Was Written to Ma-. 
chinists on October 8, and the 
Second Was Issued in the 
Shape of a Telegram 
om Saturday. 


There is no change in the situation in 
reference to the strike of the machinists 
of the Southern railway. The machinists 
are out and all negotiations are now off, 
gince the refusal of ghe machinists to ac- 
cept the last proposal of General Mana- 
ger Spencer, as set forth in tthe corre- 


spondence already published. 

The Southern railway furnishes the fol- 
lowing communication on the subject, the 
first being the letter written immediatel 
after the strike, as follows: 

“Washington, D. C., October 8, 1906.—

FOR M. CLEMENCEAU. 


ARIS, October 21.—As was expect- 

ed, M. Clemenceau, minister of the 

intérior, was summoned today to 
the Elysee palace, and was entrusted 
with the task of forming a new minis- 
try. M. Clemenceau expressed his ac- 
ceptance and then drove to the house of 
M. Sarrien, former premier, whom he 
consulted with regard to the political sit- 
uation, saying also that he regretted M. 
Sarrien’s retirement. M. Clemenceau 
then visited M. Dwbost, president of the 
senate, with whom he conferred for a 
short time. He then saw M. Bourgeois, 
minister of foreign affairs, whom he 
urged most pressingly to retain fis port- 
folio. M. Bourgeois was inflexible in his

refusal, pleading ill health. This after- 
noon M. Clemenceau held conferences 
with his political friends, including Gen- 
ernl Picquart, the defender of Dreyfus, 
who was restored to the army and pro- 
moted July 18.

venient to handle a large crop of oats, 
how would a two-year rotation do—corn 
and cotton—peas to be planted in the 
corn at the last working, and the vines 
left to be turned under, and followed with 
cotton the next year? 

Answer: I am gratified to learn that 
many farmers are waking up to the im- 
portance, yea, the necessity for rotation 
of crops. I consider it the most needed, 
the most indispensable reform that id de- 
manded. Fortunately it is one that anr 
farmer can adopt without expense oF 
trouble. 

The two-year rotation that you pro- 
pose—corn one year, cotton ‘the next, and 
so on, alternating with cowpeas planted 
in the corn, is practiced to some extent 
»by farmers. It is better than no change 
at all. But it lacks the important feature 
of a full crop of small grain and cow- 
peas, the vines of the latter to be con- 
verted into hay and the stubble turned 
under in.November, cotton to be planted 
next year. Or as follows: Corn, with 
cowpeas; then small grain vowgge 4 or en- 
tirely oats); then cotton; the ts and 
cotton to be liberally fertilized and the 
peas moderately. 

If your “poor sandy land’ was ever pro- 
ductive, it can be made more so than 
ever before in the course of four or tive 
years, if you wil] stick to the plan abvve 
outlined. If it is naturally sulted to each 
of the three crops. ‘t can certainly be 
brought up to a yield of 30 bushels of 
corn or 40 (yes 60) bushels of oats, or 
one bale of cotton per acre.

SOWING WHEAT. 


I have long been of the opinion that on 
most farms in the cotton belt of the 
sduth it is not expedient to sow wheat, 
end nave not hesitated to advise accord- 
ingly. In taking this position |] fully 
recognize the fact that “bread ts the 
staff of life,”” and that everybody, more 
or less, loves one or more or all of the 
many forms of bread, cakes, etc., that 
can be made satisfactorily only of wheat- 
en flour. 

In the form of flour wheat enters into 
consumption in every family in the land, 
excepting pessibly some cases of abject 
poverty and destitution. It is the stand- 
ard bread grain of all the most advanced 
and enlightened nationg of the wor d. 
Grant all this, and yet it is true that 
rice, sugar, sirup, starch, soap, sairting, 
eheeting, leather and hundreds of other 
things are of almost as universal need 
and consumption. But we do not, there- 
fore—nobody does—advise the growing 
or production or manufacture of these 
thousand and one articles of necessity. 
Obviously it would be inexpedient and 
unwise to undertake to produce on the 
farm, or in the farm workshop, very 
much the larger part of the things need- 
ed for everyday consumption. The rule 
as announced and insisted upon by some 
that a farmer should produce at homt 
everything needed for consumption by 
his family, his laborers and his animals 
is obviously too broad and indiscrimi- 
nating, and it loses force and fails of 
acceptance for that very reason. 

A better rule would be that the farmer 
should produce on his own farm such 
supplies and such crops ag he needs in 
considerable quantity and for the pro- 
duction of which his soll and the climate

Will you please tei 
me how to get the bermuda grass on 
the lot above mentioned, for my fowls.

ferring the roots? Would much prefer 
ns the seeds if they are obtainable. 
Any information given me would be 
very much appreciated. 

Answer—Bermuda grass makes a god 
summer pasture for all domestic anl- 
mals, including fowls, ~ but it does not 
grow at all from November to ¢Aprii. 
For a winter pasture for your fowls rye 
is the thing. 

You may sow the seeds of bermuda in 
April or -May on well-prepared grounua, 
at the rate of 6 to IO pounds of clean 
seed per acre, sowing on a well-ploweda 
and freshly harrow surface, and not 
covering the at all. 

Bermuda grass is often called “‘join* 
grass,’ in the Carolinas, but there are 
other grasses bearing the same name. 
Some also call it ‘“‘wire grass,’’ but, as 
in the other case, there are other 
grasses called by that name. It will not 
do to sow the seeds of it in the fall. 
You may drop bunches of the jointed 
roots two feet (or less) each way on 
well-prepared ground, press them in with 
the heel of the shoe, then harrow 
smooth, |

In- 
almost any county of middle Georgia 
that might be named there may bé@ 
found many duplications of the condi- 
tions of A. and B. Manifestly it would 
not be expedient for A. to undertake 
to produce sugarcane on hig hard, high 
and dry uplands in order to supply his 
family need of, ptrhaps, half a barrel of 
sirup. Nor would it be wise for B. to 
plant wheat on fis moist bottom lands 
in order to supply his family with half 
a dozen barrels, or a year’s supply, of 
flour. 
The general application of the above 
illustration is obvious. Mutual coopera- 
tion directly between Farmer A. and 
Farmer B. is by no means the limit, al- 
though it may be, and often is, the 
adopted plan. Farmer A. May arrange 
to supply ‘Farmer B. with wheat ready | 
to “go to mill;’’ Farmer B. may engage 
in return to supply Farmer A. with 
sirup and, perhaps, with rice also. But, 
in a broader manner, all the farmers 
situated as ir Farmer, A. May grow 
a small surplus of wheat and all tne 
farmers in B.’s condition may make a 
surplus of sirup. The exchanges may 
either be made direct between farmers, 
or each may sell his surplus to the town 
or village merchant, and thus accom- 
plish, indirectly, the’ same result. 
And so with other necessaries and lux- 
uries. Indeed, this plan is already fol- 
lowed to some extent, but not nearly to 
the limitg of possibility and expediency.

MYOOTIC STOMATITIS. 

C. C. Ramsey, Campobello, 8. C.—I have 
a cow @bout 6 years old that has some- 
thing like sore mouth and throat. Wher 
she first became affected there was a 
thick. whitish discharge from her n0s- 
trils. In @bout a day later I noticed it 
seemed to be difficult for ther to eat and 
swallow, and she began failing in milk 
until now she does ndt give scarcely any. 
Her mouth seems to be inflamed and 
tongue is swollen. THe saliva forms in 
her smouth, flows to the ground. She 
seems to want toveat and drink, but 
cannot to do any good. I am washing out 
her mouth with borax and alum dis- 
solved in water, and place some powder- 
ed alum on tongue. Have also given two 
doses of Epsom salts. She has been run- 
ning in pasture where there is clover and 
sage, part of pasture being on creek. 
My neighbor has a cow that has been 
in same pasture that has disease similar 
to mine and his also has sore feet and 
udder. Please inform me immediately 
what ails my cow and give remedy for 
same. . 

Answer—Your letter is dated October 8. 
If you had read with any care the issue 
ef October | you would have the pub- 
lished letter and my reply to the same 
under the head of ‘“‘Mycotic Stomatitie,’’ 
which contained a description of the dis- 
ease (and treatment for the same) which 
is afflicting your cows. The following is 
my reply to the inquiry referred to: 

Answer—The disease is doubtiess what 
is known as “Mycotic Stomatitis,’’ or 
sore mouth of cattle, several times pre- 
acribed for in this department. It is 
confined to no age, but attacks only cat- 
tle that are on pasture, being caused 
by their egting plants containing fungi, 
or molds.

SOWING OATS. 

John Cc. Shaw, Trenton, 8. C.—Wiii 
you kindly give me your method of sow- 
ing Oats on pasture land? Last year I 
ridged a lot after peas, sowed grain ana 
ran a-brush over. Would this do on 
pasture land without any more break- 
ing, or would you cut with harrow after 
sowing grain? Any advice from you 
will be appreciated. 

Answer—My advice is to break the 
land with a two-horse plow if it has 
not been plowed since last spring. An 
oats or other small grain crop is just az 
much benefited by preparing the lana 
before planting as is any other crop. On 
very soft sandy land with but little 
grass and weeds on the surface, you 
might possibly dispense with the prepar- 
atory plowing, simply run over it with 
a cutaway harrow. As a rule, if you 
can use é drill machine successful.y 
withoug previous preparation, you may 
do so; but I think you will find it im- 
practicable.

In March a top-dressing of nitrate of 
soda, say 50 to 75 pounds per acre, may 
be applied with profit, especially if a 
light or yellowish-green color of the 
plant shall be manifest—indicating a de- 
ficient supply of nitrogen. One bushel 
to five pecks of screened seed for acre 
is aboue the right quantity. Seed should 
be treated with formalin, or witha hat 
water, aS heretofore directed, in order 
to prevent blast and smut in the crop 
next spring.
